and the Sword of Andrew Jackson 


—A Hint o< Future QreatneM 


for Mayor Harrison. 


WOBLD'S FAIB GBOUNDS, CHICAGO, 


July 37.—There was an abundance of 
enthusiasm, American patriotism and 
originality in the welcoming exercises 
held in Festival hall for the commer- 
cial traveling men of the United States 
who are organized as the Columbian 
Associated Travelers. Nearly 3,000. of 
of them, including the women and 
girls who came along, filled the simi- 
circular auditorium and let loose their 
exhuberant feelings with no uncertain 
sound all in honor of the Travelers' 
day at the fair. 


The first act was the entrance into 


the hall, down the main aisle, of the 
Second Regiment band, Wisconsin na- 
tional guard, of Oshkosh, playing a 
lively air and followed by the Wiscon- 
sin traveling men, who have come to 
Chicago 800 strong. The band mounted 
the platform and joined the select cir- 
cle of traveling men who are officers 
or prominent members of the associa- 
tion, their wives and members of the 
Hermitage association. In the center 
sat the president of the association, 
Andrew Jackson Dowd, of Iowa. 


It was peculiarly appropriate that a 


man with such given names should he 
honored by the president of the Ladies' 
Hermitage National association 
of 


Nashville, Tenn., with the temporary 
possession of the sword of Andrew 
Jackson. The Hermitage president, in a 
few complimentary remarks, presented 
the precious sheathed sword to Presi- 
dent Dowd, to be worn temporarily by 
Home temporary officer of the travel- 
ers.

the occasion, so he «ked Cot Ik.QA 
YO\IBR, of Springfield, Mais., to re- 
spond. 
The colonel having been * 


fighter for the Union, knew how to 
talk al>out Old Hickory, and aronsed 
his audience to a pitch of enthusiasm 
nneiiuoled in the history of the exposi- 
tion. The colonel drew the sword of 
Andrew Jackson in a spirit of patriotic 
fervor and brandished it above his 
head in honor of the hero of New Or- 
leans. 


The California delegation arrived and 


extended an invitation from the Cali- 
fornia commissioners to the traveling 
men to visit tho building. A message 
of welcome and greeting was received 
from the German commercial travelers 
in tlic language of their country. 


I'rosident Dowd would not read the 


message from across the sea, but he 
announced it was a greeting of wel- 
come and congratulation, although he 
could not speak German. 


The arrival of Mayor Harrison of 


Chicago was greeted with an outburst 
of cheers. 


An invitation was accepted from the 


Brazilian commissioners to sample the 
coffee production of that country." 


A telegraphic message was received 


from the Commercial Traveling Men of 
California extending congratulations. 


When Mayor Harrison was intro- 


duced as the "Popular Mayor of Chi- 
cago," he was received with cheers. 
An enthusiastic admirer shouted "The 
next senator." His honor smiled and 
winked his eye but said nothing. 


Mr. Harrison said that the money ex- 


pended on the -fair had gone forever 
from the pockets of the exposition 
people but they did not repine. 


"The Star Spangled Banner" was 


played by the Cincinnati band amid re- 
newed enthusiasm and the Commercial 
men then cheering at every step 
marched over to the Administration 
building. 


Chairman Penn, of Louisiana, wel- 


comed the travelers to the Commission 
hall in a few words, and Commissioner 
Bullene, of Kansas City, delivered an 
address which sparkled all through 
•with witticisms to the great delight of 
the travelers. President Dowd of the 
Travelers' association then made a 
few remarks, being followed by A. H. 
Whitehouse, of Sydney, N. S. W., and 
Alfred P. Allen, of London, England. 
The speech-making was closed by Maj. 
P. ,T. Pangborn, president of the Amer- 
ican Exhibitors' association. 


The remainder of the day's enter- 


tainment of the commercial men con- 
sisted of a reception and concert by 
the Iowa state band in the headquar- 
ters of the American Exhibitors' asso- 
ciation at the Terminal station, and an 
inspection of American exhibits in the 
different buildings which were vlsited_ 
on the route of the parade, the day 
closing with a special pyrotechnic dls- 
pluy.

THE BEHBING BE& SQUADRON. 


Oper»t!on» of the Vaiml* Up to the 


lAtter Put of Jane. 


' WASHIXOTOS, July ST.— At last the 
navy deportment has received an ac- 
count of the operations of the Bearing 
sea squadron up to the hitter part of 
June. The mail has brought a report 
from Capt. Ludlow, who is in com- 
mand of the entire squadron, and the 
news contained in the report touching 
the disposition of the sealers to ob- 
serve the modus Vivendi is gratifying 
to the officials. 


Capt. Ludlow's report is dated at 


Hnmboldt harbor, Papoff Island, June 
87. It states that the flag-ship Mohi- 
can sailed from Sitka June 18 and ar- 
rived at Kadiak on the 33d. Here 
communication was had with the dep- 
uty collector and two schooners were 
boarded and warned. 
Arriving at 


Humboldt Harbor June 25, the Alba- 
trass and Ranger were found- in port. 
The Rush came in a few hours later. 
The Albatross and Rush had searched 
all of the harbors and carried out or- 
ders efficiently. 
, 


The Rush was instructed to put a 


stop to illegal hunting of seal by white 
men, and the Albatross was ordered to 
the Bay of Waterfalls, Adokah islands, 
where there was to be a rendezvous-of 
sealers in July, and then proceed to 
the Seal islands, land her party of 
civilians and turn her attention to the 
protection of seal life. 


The Ranger was to search and warn 


schooners on the Slime and Baird 
banks and reach Aggattn island, July 
15, when there was to be another ren- 
dezvous of sealers. Later she was to 
look south and southeast of the island. 
* The Mohican spoke the British man- 
of-war Garnet and exchanged cour- 
tesies. The Mohican was to leave June 
38 for Dutch harbor on a general 
cruise. 


The report states that almost every 


sealing vessel known to be on the 
American side was warned by the 
squadron. The two British ships, the 
Garnet and Nymph, were also active 
in patriotic work, boarding and warn- 
ing seventeen sealers, two of which 
were American. 0p to the time of 
Capt. Ludlow's writing the Rush had 
boarded nine British and two. Ameri- 
can ahips; the Mohican, Capt. Lud- 
IOW'B flag-ship, six British and eight 
American vessels. Capt Cooper ot the 
Rush reported seven American and two 
British vessels had token up to June 
U, the British 2,310, and the American 
2,394 skins. The slight discrepancies 
in the figures is regarded as probably 
due to the difficulties in the way of se- 
curing exact data. 


The British sealers, he says, are 


under orders from then- owners not to 
violate American laws in the trans- 
shipment of skins or to enter the pro- 
hibited waters of Beb/lng sea. The 
health of the squadron, he reports in 
conclusion, is excellent. Capt. Lud- 
low states that 204 vessels were boarded 
and inspected by British and American 
men-of-war. 
Of these 
twenty-two 


were boarded by the American fleet 
and the remainder by ships of the 
British squadron. The total number 
of sealskins found on board of these 
vessels was 18,344, the catches varying 
from 224 on some, as high as 1,80(1 on 
others. The number however, was be- 
tween 500 and 800.

NEW YOBK, July 36.—This has 'been 


the most eventful and exciting day for 
along time past in Wall street and 
financial circles generally. The trans- 
actions were on a more extensive 
•scale than at any previous time since 
the present downward movement sot 
in, and the result was a decline of sim- 
ply appalling proportions. 


The intelligence that the Erie road 


had been placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver was a shook ti confidence and 
started an indiscriminate selling move- 
ment through the list. Orders were 
received from various quarters to sell, 
and many brokers who conld not, reach 
their customers in time threw stock 
overboard rather than take any fur- 
ther chances under the circumstances. 


The great break in prices, however, 


occurred when the announcement that 
H. I. Nicholas <fc Co. had failed was 
made at the stack exchange. This 
brought the critical situation of affairs 
right home to the brokers, and it was 
not long before the market drifted into 
a panicky condition. 


The excitement was not so great as 


in either the 1884 or 1878 panic, but the 
shrinkage in values was very rapid, 
and sales had to be made at practi- 
cally any price that happened to be bid. 


The failure of Nicholas & Co., fol- 


lowed up, as it was, by the suspension 
of John 11. Dumont, showed plainly 
that the banks were calling in loans, 
and this knowledge made the street 
nervous. The rate for money jumped 
up to 8-16 per diem and interest, and 
closed at 20 per cent per annum. The 
sales for the day reached the large 
total of 448,400 shares. 


Dividend-paying shares and bonds 


and the nondlvidend payers suffered 
alike and the depression naaebed an 
•cute stage. The exceptional break In 
EvanoviUe £ Terr* Haute from 187 to 
70 was due to tlii! fncttnat H. I. Nicho- 
las was a director of the company, and 
had borrowed considerable amounts of 
money on the stock.

Cuts Its Throat and Her Own 


from Ear to Ear and 


Both Perish. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 27.—A double 


tragedy took place in Clarence Centre, 
this county, between 3 and 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Mrs. Henry May- 
back, 27 years old, cut her throat with 
her husband's razor, and cut the throat 
of her 7-months-old baby. 


Mayback is a harness maker with a 


good business and considerable prop- 
erty. His wife was a handsome wom- 
an, accomplished and a general favor- 
ite in the village. They had two 
children, a girl 3 years old and the 
baby. For several days the baby had 
been teething and in poor health, and 
the mother had been greatly concerned 
for it. 


Yesterday morning about 3 o'clock, 


while heavy thunder storms were in 
progress, Mrs. Mayback asked her hus- 
band to assist her with the baby. It 
was only restless and a few minutes 
afterwards Mayback fell asleep again, 
supposing his wife was sleeping also 
Ahout an hour later he was awakened 
by groans and sprang out of bed just 
in time to see his wife running out of 
the door into the street with blood 
gushing from a gosh in her throat. 
Looking for the baby he found it in 
the carriage with its throat cut from 
ear to ear. 


Ha followed his wife into the street, 


where he found her with the razor still 
in her hand, but so weak from loss of 
blood that she was beyond recovery. 
She died an hour later. The baby wa» 
also dead. The woman left a note 
saying she feared her baby was going 
to die, and that she could not bear to 
live without it, and asking that all her 
property be given to her little 8-year- 
old daughter.

A TREMENDOUS EXPLOSION. 


Destruction ot the Chlneee Powder Kag- 


aalne at Canton. 


NEW YORK, July ST.—The Sun pub- 


lishes a special from San Francisco 
giving the following; details of the 
powder magazine explosion at Canton 
on July 2; 


About 5 o'clocl^in the afternoon the 


inhabitants of the San Ainli district, in 
which the magazine stands, were 
Btartletl t>y a tremendous explosion, 
which was heard orer a large area aud 
was followed by an enormous volume 
of smoke, quite darkening the sky. 
Very quickly it was known far and 
wide that a terrible calamity had oc- 
curred, and although tho extent of it 
has not jfet been ascertained, it is 
feared that the loss Is very serious. 


Every village in the neighborhood 


was completely wrecked, and in a vil- 
lage on the opposite side of the stream 
Which divided it from the factory sev- 
eral hundred houses were shattered. 


The total number of houses destroyed 


is approximated at 400, and, although 
no idea has been formed of the loss of 
life, it must be considerable. 


The catastrophe originated from a 


cookhouse near the magazine, which 
cauffht fire and'rapidly spread to the 
powder house. 


On hearing th« explosion tlic in- 


habitants rushed out in great alarm, 
and further proclaimed the disaster by 
the beating of gongs and urging the 
villagers to run into tho fields for their 
lives- 
. ,, . 
The mandarins were quickly in- 


formed and troops were s«nt for. A 
number of Chinese doctors and one 
European were speedily on the scene 
of the explosion, rendering nssistonca 
to the wounded, 


A Mysterious Case ol Poisoning. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 20.—A mys- 


terious case of poisoning occurred in 
the neighborhood of Hancock and 
Green streets this morning. As a re- 
sult twenty-seven people have been 
taken violently ill, three ot whom ar« 
now in a very serious condition. All 
who were taken ill drank milk from 
the dairy of Frank Moscr, at Hancock 
and Green streets. Sickness began 
with violent purging and vomiting, 
and is proving more serious to the 
older victims than to the children whc 
drank of the milk. Ex-Detective Car- 
ter Tilley, Mrs. Theresa Long and Mrs. 
John Rapp, all of whom are old people, 
are in a critical condition, and fears are 
expressed that they will not recover. 
The matter was reported to the health 
office and an investigation Is being 
made.
